London 
sources said the raid was one of 
the greatest air blows of the war,

Question: We have just taken over

While you are at it, you can make 
the house much more comfortable 
by placing a blanket insulation be- 
tween the floor beams. Do not cover 
the floors with linoleum until you 
have cleared up the dampness. If 
there is not sufficient space to 
work underneath the house, your 
only recourse will be to provide 
plenty of ventilation under the 
| floors,

DRAFT UNDER DOOR 

Question: There is a one-inch 
space under a door, due to the old- 
style threshold having been re- 
moved. How can I close this space? 

Answer: Use a piece of heavy 
felt as long as the door is wide, 
and a foot or so in width. Tack one 
edge of it to the bottom of the door 
on one side and the remaining edge 
to the other side of the door, so that 
the felt forms a loop which scrapes 
the sill when the door is closed. A 
Jess convenient method wotld be to 
make a bag of heavy canvas four 
inches or so in diameter and as long 
as the doorway is wide. It is filled 
-with dry sand and placed against 
the battom of the door to shut out 
the draft. A well-known expedient is 
simply to drag a rug in -front of 
the door on cold nights,
